BEST IN 


HOUSH RETURNS FROM EUROPE 
PROUD AMERICAN, 


He and His Party Received Every- 
where With Honors—All Agree That 
Los Angeles Has no Equal in Edu- 
cational Advantages Provided for 


Prof. W. H. Housh, principal of the 
Los Angeles High School, arrived home 
last night, after a five months’ trip in 
Europe, accompanied by his wife and 
son. All are in good health, and con- 
sidering that they have “lived in a suit 
case,” as the professor expressed it, 
they are not so tired as might have 
been expected. They have gone to Long 
Beach for several days, before open- 
ing their residence at Highland Park. 

They toured England, Ireland, Scot- 
land, the Netherlands, Germany, 
Italy and France ,making two visits to 
Germany and France. 

Prof. Housh, as representative of the 
Los Angeles schools, was commissioned 
to visit the schools of Great Britain, 
and he and the other members of the 
party were received with honors every- 
where they went. They were enter- 
tained at a reception by the County 
Council of London, by several educa- 
tional associations and by Ambassador 
Reid, and were guests at the homes of 
many people of educational and liter- 
ary prominence. 

Particular attention was given to the 
high schools of Great Britain and Ger- 
many, and in speaking of these, Prof. 
Housh said: 

“Good as their schools are, ours are 
better, and if I was a American 


good 
hed | before I went to Europe, I am a better 


one now.” 

“We landed at Montreal three weeks 
ago,” said Prof. Housh, “and have not 
been out of sight of ice and snow since 
until today, and California looks very 
good to us. There was plenty of ice 
at Salt Lake, and en route there from 
Denver we saw ice a foot thick. 

“I visited the schools of Boston, 
Philadelphia, Washington, Chicago and 
St. Louis, and come back to our own 
better satisfied than ever. I found no 
city in the East with the push and 
enterprise I find here in Los Angeles, 
and wherever we went, both at home 
and abroad, all persons we met either 
said they were coming here on a visit 
or to live. Our city is known all over 
thé world, and I do not see how it 
will be possible for us to take care of 
all the people who will come here in 
the next few years. 

“In some parts of Europe we found 
evidence of great prosperity, but in 
others, especially Italy and Ireland, 
there was dire poverty. It was just 


such poverty as we have been told + 


about for years, and the picture cer- 
tainly has hever been overdrawn.” 

This morning Prof. Housh_ will “go 
up on the hill to see if the schoolhouse 
js still there,” and to greet his large 
corps of subordinates.

Our Criminal Code. 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 2.—{To the 
Editor of The Times:] The Legislature 
of our State is soon to convene in its 
reguiar biennial session. Probably 
every one in the State realizes in some 
measure the urgent necessity of im- 
provement in the administration of our 
criminal law. While in eve other 
country of the civilized world crime 
ise on the decrease, in the United States, 
and in our own State, it seems to be 
constantly increasing not only abso- 
lutely, but actually increasing in pro- 
portion to population. No improve- 
ment in our criminal law can be made, 
however, that is in conflict with the 
resent provisions of our Constitution. 
To secure any such change, it is neces- 
sary, of course, that the Constitution 
be amended. 

As a citizen of this State I am there- 
fore sending you certain amendments 
to our Constitution which if adopted 
will I believe, result im very greatly 
increasing the efficiency and equality 
of our criminal lew.
